Dr. C. M. Woodruff Says Persons 
With Mild Form of Disease 
Also Use Telephones. 


75 NEW CASES IN WEEK 


Declares Germs Are Passed by 
Patients at'Places of 
Amusement.

There are 300 cases of diphtheria now 
under treatment in St. Louis, according 
te Dr. C. M. Woodruff, Chief Diagnos- 
tician of the Health Department. He 
finds that one of the principal causes of 
the spread of the disease is the crowd- 
ing of street cars. Seventy-five new 
cases were reported last week. The in- 
crease is unusual and is above normal, 
Dr. Woodruff told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday, but he does not con- 
sider the prevalence of the ailment an 
epidemic. 

The increase has been noticeable in the 
last few months, he said. This is due 
in a large measure, he declared, to per- 
scns afflicted with diphtheria in a mild 
form riding in crowded street cars in 
which the windows are closed during the 
cold weather and the ventilation is poor. 
Many persons who think they have only 
a2 severe sore throat really have diph- 
theria, he said, and _they travel about 
while the disease is in a contagious 
form. 

Closed street cars where the seats are 
full and straphangers are crowded to- 
gether afford fertile fields for the diph- 
theria germs, he said. 

Public places of amusement and the 
use Of public telephones are among me- 
diums by which the germs are spread, 
according to Dr. Woodruff. Many per- 
sons who are recovering from diphtheria 
and while the disease is yet contagious, 
visit amusement resorts, he declared. 

Under normal conditions about 125 
cases of diphtheria would now be under 
treatment in the city, he said, most of 
which would be preventable if the pa- 
tients would exercise the proper. care to 
prevent thé germs from Spreading. Re- 
Forts of about 35 to 50 new cases a week 
are considered normal under present

SEA VICTORY FOR PORTE 


Cruiser Attacks 20 Vessels Bear- 
ing Servian Troops and De- 
stroys 3 of Them. 


ATHENS, Greece, March 6.—The Tur- 
kish fortress of Janina, the key to the 
possession of the Province of Epirus, 
with its garrison of 32,000 men, Surren- 
dered to the Greek Army today, after 
‘@ defense which forms one of the most 
brilliant episodes of the Balkan war. 

The surrender was preceded by a flerce 
bombardment, lasting without cessation 
for two days and two nights, Every 
evailable gun, including a number of 
heavy howitzers, lent by the Servian ar- 
tillery, was brought to bear on the forts 
defending the beleaguered city. 

No fewer than 30,000 shells were fired 
by the Greek guns during the first day’s 
cannonade. Gradually the Turkish bat- 
teries at Bizani, Monoliara, Sakni and 
elsewhere were silenced. 

The Greek commanders, by a feint, led 
the Turks to believe that their attack 
would be made from the right. As soon 
as the attention of the defenders had 
been distracted the Greeks hurled large 
bodies of infantrymen onto the Turkish 
left. The Ottoman troops, utterly sur- 
prised, fell back in disorder. 

The batteries on the heights of 
Bizani, the mainstay of the defense. 
had been unable to stand the Bea 

élls and were reduce 
Pee St lee pl at 11: o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 

The Greeks pushed their forward 
movement during the afternoon and 
occupied the Turkish batteries on 
the Sakni and Elas Hills, capturing 
ali the guns and 110 artillerymen.

called for April 1, to the enactmen* 
of tariff legislation and the passage of 
the two appropriation bills which failed 
in the closing days of the last Con- 
gress. 

The House leaders want to pass the 
tariff bills as quickly as possible, send 
them to the Senate, and then, instead of 
taking up other legislation, such as cur- 
rency reform, have the House adjourn 
for periods of three days at a time. Their 
@bject in this, it was said, was to have 
the Senate the only body doing business 
go that the eyes of the nation colild be 
focused upon it, and attention would not 
be diverted to other subjects. 

In the opinion of some House leaders 
this would enable President Wilson and 
the Democrats in the Senate, through 
their own power and the force of public 
attention, to get such tariff legislation 
as the Democratic platform declared to 
be necessary. 

Those callers who talked with the 
President about the plan of the House 
leaders declared they believed he had 
not made up his mind, but thought he 
considered currency legislation @# well 
as anti-trust legislation two important 
‘gubjeets which should not be delayed. 
ome of them said, however, that Presi- 
Gent Wilson realized that in dealing with 
three such important subjects the intri- 
cacies of the legislative situation was to 
be considered. 

The election by the House Democrats 
tn caucus of three low-tariff men to the 
Committee on Ways and Means is ac- 
‘epted as*meaning that the tariff bill 
Will be shorn of all protection features. 
The result was a signal defeat for Ma- 
“rity Leader Underwood and Represent- 
otive A, Mitchell Palmer, who have been 
working to insure the election of con- 
ecrvatives, 

The men elected are Augustus eywsley 

Stanley of Kentucky, who was chairman 
of the committee which investigated the 
Steel Trust; James W. Collier of Mis- 
sissippi and John Garner of Texas. 
Stanley and Collier both have tenden- 
cies toward free trade. Garner has/ ¢, 
voted consistently for a wool tariff, but 
in other schedules for reductions.

~2.B. Harrison of New York and other 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee who favor a thorough downward 
revision.

CHARLES L. GERAGHTY—Member 
House of Delegates, 1901-1903; in- 
dicted in May, 1902, on charge of 
malfeasance in office. It was al- 
leged that, while a member of the 
House, he contracted with the city 
for livery service, in violation of a 
charter provision which forbids mem- 
bers of the Assembly to be interested 
in any contract with the city.

Anderson, a friend, and asked him to go 
1o the Olson home, where there had 
been ‘‘some trouble.” Just as they 
reached the door, it is said, Olson re- 
marked: * : 

‘““T shot’ a man; he’s dead.” 

Anderson then called the police, who 
took the professor to a police station.

fessor said in reply to a reporter’s ques- 
tion. 

The shooting of Darling is said to have 
occurred late last night. Olson, accord-

Albert H. Moran Former Prince 
in Merry Widow Accused 
’ _— by Planters’ Clerk.

Market street, who cashed two $ checks 
for Moran and has been unable to ne- 
gotiate them. 

On arriving at the police station, Mo- 
ran said he was John Doe or Appleton 
Moran, having no home and no occupa- 
tion. Detective Sergt. Schenk and Spe- 
cial Officers Vasey, Dempsey and Law- 
ler identified him, however, as the dash- 
ing “‘Prince’’ who formerty lived at the 
Buckingham Hotel and moved in the 
best circles until he was arrested on a 
charge of stealing @ watch, a chain, a 
gold cigar cutter and & diamond horse- 
shoe pif from Louis T. Nolker of 4504 
Lindell boulevard, in December, 1910. 
Once Examined as -to Sanity. 


They recalled also that he was re- 
arrested the following April when he 
bought a bill of goods at a downtown 
store and had the amount charged, giv- 
ing the name of another man. 

Moran was sent to the workhouse for 
larceny and served several months. At 
the request of his friends, who said 
they doubted his sanity, he then was 
sent to the city hospital, from which 
he was discharged a few months later. 
Schenk said he and other detectives 
have been looking for Moran about two 
weeks in order to ask him for an ex- 
planation of certain transactions.

I¢nce and severity of the athletic stunts required 
of untrained men in the gymnastic exercises. I 
am not averse to reasonable Symnasium  exer- 
cises, nor the hour spent in exercising—it is good 
if it is varied to suit the proficiency of the pupil, 
but to put a green and inexpert man through 
the same stunts that would be required of a pro- 
fessional athlete is not only assinine, but abso- 
lutely injurious to the men. It is, in fact, “over- 
training” of the same sort that saps the vitality 
of the professional athlete.

A YEAR’S RAILROAD CASUALTIES. 
From the Review of Reviews. 

During the year ended June 30, 1912, on the 
steam roads in the United States 10,585* persons 
were killed and 169.538 were injured—an {ncrease 
over the previous year, and a number somewhat 
in excess of the average. That even a slight in- 
crease comes with Improvement in conditions of 
equipment and operation is indeed discouraging. 
yet not all the casualties by any means were 
connected with the ordinary conduct of  trans- 
rortation, and the year showed a decrease of 88 
from 1911 in the number of passengers killed. 
Of the total casualties 400 railway employes 
were killed and 92,363 injured in so-called ‘“in- 
dustrial accidents,” which include ali not. con- 
nected with the movement of locomotives or cars 
on rails, such in fact as would be common to any 
industry. The employes killed on duty numbered 
2920 and the injured 49,120, while the casualties 
of employes not on duty aggregated 3815 killed 
and 959 injured. Passengers to the number of 
129 were killed in train accidents and 9391 were 
likewise injured, while other causes were re- 
sponsible for 179 killed and 6995 Injured. Tres- 
passers to the number of 5434 were killed, 91 of 
them ih train accidents, 5687 were injured, 151 of 
these suffering in train accidents. Persons, other 
than passengers and employes, not trespassing 
who experienced casualties aggregated 1198 killed 
and 6023 injured, of whom 18 of those killed and 
277 of the injured suffered in train accidents,

Kuen Girls ‘Need Coaching | 


in Propriety and Genteel Manners‘‘ 


Lack of independence of 
the right kind is the cause 
of vulgarity on the part 
of many girls not natur- 
ally inclined to offend, 
says Miss Bury-Palliser. 





Miss Ethel Bury-Palliser is 
an acknowledged authority on 
good manners for young girls 
both in England and in the 
United States. For the bene-:. 
fit of American mothers and 
daughters she has given a ser- 
ies of interviews tn the Post- 
Dispatch, in which she nat 
only points out the defects in 
the training of our girls, but 
suggests the remedies. 











OR the more obvious faults in the 
appearance and manners of the 
American girl, seek the mother. 
If mother will only stop ¥soldier- 

ing’’ on her job, if she will evolve a 
coherent system for bringing up her 
daughter and insist on a conformance 
with the rules of that System, then, and 
only then, will the desired improvement 
take place, according to Miss Ethel 
Bury-Palliser. Unlike many instructors, 


this one has a firm belief in the possi-_ 


bilities of maternal influence—if that 
influence will only exert itself. 

In the meantime, Miss Bury-Palliser 
feels that the typical American girl is 
apt to combine a distressingly independ- 
ent attitude toward her mother with 
an equally distressing lack of independ- 
ence in other directions. And this un- 
healthy deference to the standards of 
others is responsible for some of her 
most glaring faults. 

“I do not want. to- appear biind to 
the good qualities of the American 
girl,”’ her kindly critic began. ‘She is 
more beautiful than the girls of En- 
sland or of any 6ther nation. Her 
complexion and her figure are exquisite. 
and she is supremely skilled ir the 
wearing of her clothes, when tneyv are 
not too old for her. She is also remark- 
ably intelligent. But—how shail { put 
it?—too, often her mind is not her own.” 

“Europeans have frequently criticised 
the American girl for having too much 
of.a mind of her own,” I protested. 
“From Daisy Miller onward we have 
seemed to them too lacking in our rev- 
erence for conventional standards.”’ 

“The American girl may refuse to do 
as the European girl does,”’ replied Miss 
Bury-Palliser, ‘‘but she seems incapable 
of refusing to do what the rest of her 
set—or the set a little above her—is 
doing. 


ROM her schooldays she is ;:. de- 
votee of the fashion of the mo- 
ment. I don’t for a moment believe 
that every girl who rouges or takes part 
in immodest dances does so becaus2 
she has a natural affinity for vulgarity. 
I believe that she frequently tramples 
down fine and delicate ratura]l instincts. 
But her ‘crowd’ is going in a certain 
direction, and she will not be left be- 
hind her ‘crowd.’ 

“Even in school, if two or three popu- 
lar misses appear wearing a certain style 
of hair ribbon, they will be copied by 
three-quarters of the rest of the stu- 
dents. Later on, when social life has 
really begun, if one member of a set 
gives an eccentric entertainment, her 
friends, instead of letting their personal 
standards of what is dignified and seem- 
ly prevail, immediately start a series of 
ridiculous and sensational affairs. The 
trouble is simply a lack of personal in- 
dependence.”’ 

“Isn't all this due to the fact that 
social position is necessarily less as- 
sured in a society without rank and ti- 
tles?”’ I suggested. ‘Isn't it, perhaps, 
the fear of being left out of things that 
dictates this ‘follow my leader’ policy?’

“You must cultivate a crop of ideals 
in your girls,’’ she urged. “Each one 
should acquire a personal standard of 
good breeding, and she should be taught 
to cling to it, no matter what examples 
are set by renegades.

Wilson Failed as Lawyer. 

The writer told how he, as a “‘member 
of a literary society here in this burg,”’ 
first met Woodrow Wilson, whom the 
society had invited to address it. He 
told of Wilson’s early life, of his: fail- 
ure to get clients as a lawyer, of his 
teaching in a girls’ school because he 
could get no other job, and how at 
length he became president of Prince- 
ton University. He continued: 

“But the devil is always at work in 
this world, even in a Scotch Presbyteri- 
an university.

The 
sons of rich fathers had living clubs in 
Princeton. These clubs became very ex- 
clusive. To be a member of one of these 
high-toned clubs gave a young man a 
splendid social standing, not only at the 
university, but for all of his future life. 
This social standing descended to his 
sons and daughters. It did not make 
any difference what they did. A club 
member could get soused, elope with an- 
other man’s wife, wreck a bank, hold 
up a train, but if he could pull out of 
his pocket the union card of this partic- 
ular Princeton club everybody got on 
his knees and bowed down to him. 

Snubbed, but He Won Out. 

“Nothing in the world makes the iron 
enter into a young man’s soul like social 
distinctions when he is on the wrong 
side of the social fence. Nothing makes 
him believe that things are wrong in 
this country more than when he sees 
some thick-headed mullet,’ with bad 
manners and a pimply face, preferred 
above himself just because the dough- 
head happens to have a rich father and 
a designing mother who put him in an 
exclusive club.

“Was About to Be Fired.” 

“There was a greai hue and cry. The 
social elect were all ferninst Woodrow. 
The idea of giving up those exclusive 
university clubs! How astonishing! How 
common and ordinary! How unrefined! 
Just to think of it! Woodrow got the 
worst of it all down the line. He was 
a discredited university president. He 
was about to be fired. He couldn't 
have obtained another job in any first- 
class college or university in the entire 
land. The idea of abolishing these 
charming, refined social clubs! How 
rreposterous! 

“But this college row had a most cu- 
rious effect. A certain political boss in 
New Jersey with his entire party was 
out of power. This boss it was said 
was the rottenest ever. He came to 
Woodrow and said: ‘If you are willing 
I can elect you Governor of New Jer- 
sey.” Woodrow said: ‘What will you 
want if you do it? The boss answered: 
‘I don’t want nothing. I just want to 
see my party back in power.’ Woodrow 
said: ‘All right. If you are sincere, go 
ahead. But if you are not sincere you 
are very likely to be the worst fooled 
boss in the State of New Jersey.’ So 
Woodrow Wilson was elected Governor 
of New Jersey by the machine politi- 
cans. It reminds me of the words of 
one of ‘Wesley's good old hymns: ‘God 
moves in a mysterious way His wonders 
to perform.’ 

Remembered the Snubs. 

“Of course, yon ““aw what Woodrow 
did as governor. The iron had entereé 
ito «his soul. He remembered § the 
snubs he had received from the privi- 
leged rich. Nothing could ever wash 
out these memories. He went after all 
kinds of corporate dishonesty and chi- 
canery with a sharp stick. We could 
hear the noise of the row in New Jer- 
sey clear out here in the Ozark hills of 
Missouri. Whenever the politicians ran 
Woodrow up a stump he just climbed 
higher and hollered to the people. All 
the writing and studying he had done 
in the years past came to his assistance. 
He knew how to say what he thought. 

“You know the rest of the story. He 
was nominated and elected President of 
these United States. When you read 
the story of his life does it not all 
seem strange? Think of the very small 
beginnings. Think of the _ evolution. 
Think of how cause led to effect, and 
than effect again to cause. Woodrow 
Wilson had one great thing in his favor 
when he ran for the governorship otf 
New Jersey. He was fighting for hig 
life.

It is probable that many of the spec- 
tators up to this time believed Kelly was 
getting the best of Bronson, for in the 
operiing round Kelly was the aggressor, 
hit harder and appeared to sting his op- 
ponent several times, for which he was 
loudly cheered. 


Experience Beats Kelly. 


To my way of thinking, however, a 
trap was laid for Kelly and when he 
walked into it he was caught. Lack of 
enough experience resulted in his being 
caught quicker than he might have been 
otherwise. His ability to box on even 
terms with Bronson in the first round, 
and the fact that he was hitting harder, 
probably encouraged him into the belief 
that he had at least an even chance. 

Bronson did some jabbing in the first 
round and missed a right cross that he 
gent Over several times. His blows ap- 
peared to have but little force behind 
them, though one of his jabs cut Kelly’s 
lip and brought a little stream of blood. 
As a matter of fact it is probable that 
Bronson wae not trying to hurt Kelly 
then, but was merely gauging a dis- 
tance that he was going to take ad. 
vantage of later on, and when the op- 
portunity came he did. : 

The jabs. Bronson had been using 
were intended to find out just how far 
Kelly would draw back his head and. 
leave his jaw exposed for a right cross 

t would at the proper time find its 

rk. Nine years’ experience in the 
ring had taught Bronson the trick would 
work agaisnt a more inexperienced box- 
er. 

It seems to me Kelly lost more be- 
catise of his inexperience than because 

lacks ability as a boxer. He made 
several mistakes that were fatal errors 
of judgment. First, he should not have 
immediately assumed the aggressive 
against so clever a boxer as Bronson is 
known to be; second, he failed to grasp 
the import of the soft left jabs that 
Were reaching him, or almost reaching 
him, in the first round; third, he car- 
ried his head too high and far back, |

He said he based this conclusion from 
experiments conducted by him and 
others in shooting at dead bodies in 
the County Morgue at “contact range” 
and other distances for the purpose of 
ascertaining the effect of such shots.

This building to all outward appear- 
ances was a hay and feed warehouse. 
Webb had been informed that it was be- 


ing used as a betting place for and- 


book gamblers. 
Door Broken Down, 39 Men Found. 

When the door was broken down 39 
men were found in the room. Some were 
answering telephones, some were study- 
ing racing form sheets and others were 
exchanging money. 

The deputies, with drawn revolvers, 
ordered the men to line up along one 
side of the room with their faces to the 
wall. Four other deputies were placed 
on guard outside. With the remaining 
three deputies Webb went to a room 
above the dance hall on the second floor 
of the Bohemian Cafe. There he found 
Becker, Kearney and Mulligan with 
form sheets and racing records spread 
out on tables. There were 12 telephones 
in the room, connecting with telephones 
in the warehouse. 

Webb arrested Kearney, Becker, Mul- 
ligan and Massing. A deputy put hand- 
cuffs on Kearney and Becker. As they 
were being led to the warehouse where 
the other prisoners were being rounded 
up, Becker pleaded with Webb to re- 
move the handcuffs. Webb did so.

marched to a street car through a crowd 
of onlookers Becker slipped out of the 
line and escaped. Later he surrendered 
at Belleville, and proposed to Webb that 
he permit 89 of the prisoners to plead 
guilty and pay $10 fines and costs.

One may have been the 
mere fact that the upward reaction had 
run its course, so far as regarded the 
immediate trend of prices—in other 
words, that the ‘short interest’ had been 
largely eliminated. But attention was 
also- directed, with perhaps more doubt 
than heretofore, to the condition of 
things in financial Berlin. 

“Without giving many fresh particu- 
lars, the day’s foreign dispatches re- 


on that market, culminating in hurried 
purchases of gold for German account 
in London. 

“Through their New York agents, the 
Berlin bankers put in a still higher bid 
fin this market for loans running over 
the approaching April settlements, and 
there Were intimations, both in Wall 
street and at London, that New York 
might be called upon to join in remit- 
ting gold. 

‘These circumstances were of them- 
selves sufficient to affect provisionally 
our own market’s calculations. 

“The day's advances did not take any- 
one greatly by surprise. It has long 
been evident that Berlin was laboring 
under a somewhat heavy financial! strain 
and the past week’s extraordinary pro- 
posal by the German Government for a 
5 \per cent property tax, on top of the 
mass of existing obligations, was un- 
happily of a nature to increase the pres- 
sure of doubt ang perplexity on Ger- 
many’s financial markets. 


Market Is Quiet. 


“During most of the day the prices 
on the New York Exchange did little 
more than halt and recede a fraction on 
a much diminished volume of business. 
The point of particular weakness was 
American Tobacco shares, which fell 8

ings of special inducements, to secure 
gold here before long. 

“The urgent bidding for funds here 
sf Berlin, suggested that the Impe- 
rial Bank of Germany might soon 
offer facilities for gold shipments by 
New York banks. 

“The situation in this respect will 
be governed largely by what happens 
at Berlin during the next few days.
